FEEDING. 

Writing on this subject in the Weelly 
Irish Times the P oultry Correspondent 
says :— 

While chickens with full freedom seem to 
thrive on almost any kind of food, it is 
very different when they are confined; 
so it is important that they get the 
right sort of food, fed in the right way, 
and at regular times. Of late years the 

stems of feeding have become so varied 
that one is sometimes puzzled as to 
which is the best. At one time no one 
would have thought of rearing chickens 
without soft food; now many breeders 
declare that it is not necessary, and that 
the first food should be dry meals or 
grain. We leave tlus an open question, 
to be decided by experience, as we do 
not wish to condemn any system which, 
under special circumstances, may be suc- 
cessful; but, as the writer has had a long 
experience in rearing chickens in the 
smallest places, we give what we believe 
will be helpful in the ordinary conditions 
of a yard or small garden.

What is the difference between British 
and American humour? The query sug- 
gested itself to me last night during a visit 
to the cinema. I am afraid I cannot supply 
the answer. There is a difference, and a 
very essentia] one. Most patrons of the 
movies will admit that. It is very difficult 
to define the qualities that differentiate 
one from another, and to my mind, at anv 
rate, make the British variety infinitels 
superior. The film which I saw last night 
vas sheer farce, in which those two 
inimitably droll fellows, Tom Walls. and 
Ralph Lynn, ran the gamut of absurdits 
for the space of about an hour and a half. 
I laughed for the whole time. and most 
of my neighbours were equally amused.

Bill, 1933, was passed yesterday in the 
Free State 
BENNETT presiding. 

On the final stage, 

Mr. PARKINSON called the attention of 
the Minister, who had now taken complete 
charge of each section of the horse-breeding 
industry—-the half-bred and thoroughbred— 
to a matter of serious importance, particularly 
to the thoroughbred industry. According to 
Article 73 of the Constitution, the laws in

What he referred to was a revenue matter.

For several years [ord 
Glanely had been fighting a case in respect of 
bis stallion, Grand Parade, which was assessed 
for income tax purposes, but he had got a 
decision in the House of Lords last June 
reversing the various rulings which the lower 
In England at present a 
stallion was now assessed under Schedule B or 
D as the owner desired. Unfortunately that 
ruling, which should be applied to the busi- 
ness here, was not in force in the Free State. 
and could not be until the law was either 
amended or changed. The revenue people 
here insisted on carrying on as the revenue 
people had carried on in England before the 
House of Lords’ decision, and this country was 
not getting the benefit of the Glanely decision. 
He thought that the Minister for. Agriculture 
should take the matter up with the Minister 
for Finance, and, if possible, get the matter 
adiusted. 

He thanked the Minister for Agriculture 
for the kind way in which he had met the 
horse-breeders in this matter. On a recent 
vecasion when a difficult situation arose he- 
tween this country and another in connection 
with the annua! deal in 1,500 horses, the 
Minister took upon himself to get the matter 
straightened out. and he was glad that the 
people of the Minister's constituency would 
have a chance of selling their troopers as 
before

EARLY ACTION URGED. 

Mr. COMYN, K.C, said that Free State 
(ourts did not now recognise the decisions 
of the House of Lords as binding, No objec. 
tion could be taken to the action of the 
Revenue Commissioners in abiding hy the 
old ruling.

The CHAIRMAN paid a cordial tribute to 
Dr. Ryan for the assistance which he had 
given him on several occasions Th reference 
fo the bill. He believed that the bill had 
been greatly improved, and he agreed with 
Mr. Parkinson regarding income tax on 
stallions. 


MINISTER’S PROMISE. 

The MINISTER for AGRICULTURE 
thanked the Senate for what had been said 
about him, and said that the Senate had been 
helpful also. With regard to income tax, he 
could not de more than approach the Minister 
for Finance and get;his sympathy. He would 
press it as strongly as possible.

THE MATTER OF DOCTORS’ FEES. 


On the Report stage of the Workmen's 
Compensation Bill, 1933, 

The MINISTER (Mr. Lemass) introduced 
a new section dealing with accidents outside 
the Free State. The object of the section, he 
explained, was to prevent an employer paying 
compensation twice—that is, in the country 
where the accident occurred and in the Free 
State—-in respect, of the same accident. For 
the purposes of compensation under the Act, 
the accident should be deemed to have 
occurred in the Free State. 

Mr, DOUGLAS asked the Minister to say 
how that would affect an amendment that he 
had down to give the employer power to use 
the workman’s name in going into the Court 
of the country where the accident cceurred to 
recover damages in a compensation claim. 

Mr. COMYN argued that Senator Douglas's 


suggestion would be unenforceable, and there 
would be difficulties of jurisdiction. He 
thought that the Minister's new section 
covered the case as well as it could possibly 
be covered. 

The MINISTER said that the section had 
been made as wide as possible, and was 
intended to cover compensation or damages, 
including damages on the .third party. 
Senator Douglas wanted them to go further 
and arrange for the recovery of damages 
against a third party in the Courts of another 
country. The difficulties which might arise 
out of accidents to Free State citizens outside 
this country, and vice versa, could only be 
settled by international agreements, and their 
aim was to solve those difficulties in that 
way. 

The new section was passed, 


MEDICAL FEES. 
SIR EDWARD COEY BIGGER moved 


the insertion in the bill of* a new section 
setting out that, where compensation was 
payable under the Act in respect of any in- 
jury to a workman, the Court might, out 
of the compensation payable, direct the pay- 
ment to the medical practitioner treating the 
injured man, such sum as the Court might 
consider reasonable, and further direct the 
manner in which it should be paid, 

The House agreed to consider at the same 
time an amendment on the same subject, pro- 
posed by Mr. FORAN, which provided that 
the medical fees payable shall be in addi- 
tion to the compensation. i 

SIR EDWARD COEY BIGGER said to 
léave such an amendment as his out of the 
bill was tantamount to saying to the em- 
ployer and the employed that it was not 
necessary to pay medical fees at all, 

Mr. COMYN, K.C., suggested a compro- 
mise on the amendment, which would provide 
that out of the compensation any sum not 
exceeding £5 would be payable to the medi- 
cal practitioner, and after that, the medical 
practitioner should stand in the same posi- 
tion as other creditors in reference to the 
balance of his claims. 

He did not think that industry could 


bear a higher scale of compensation than that 
in the bill. The medical fees should not 
be an additional charge on the employer, 
otherwise the rates of insurayce would go 
up beyond the ability ve the employer 


pay. 

Mr, FORAN contended that the employer 
should pay for medical attendance. He agreed 
with Sir Edward Coey Biggar, provided that 
the workman was assured of his full een- 
pensation, 

Mr. JOHNSON said that it was unjust to 
propose that medied#®charges should be taken 
out of compensation There should he a 
to scheme by which doctors would: get 
their fees | 


MINISTER’S STATEMENT. 

Mr. LEMASS, Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, said that on a former occasion 
when the matter was discussed he was against 
special provision being made for doctors’ 
fees. Since then he had met a deputation 
of the Medical Association who told him that 
it was not the practice of doctors to recover 
fees. by law, and that in the case of fees 
du2 in respect of workmen’s accidents, 
failure: to secure payment amounted to over 
99 per cent. It was clear that doctors had 
failed to collect their fees in many cuses of 
this kind Several courses had been sug- 
gested. They could adopt the course of pay- 
ing whatever fees the Court deemed reason- 
able, or that suggested by Sir. E. Coey 
Biggar—of deducting these fees from the 
compensation. Jf they adopted either course 
they were not likely to see a reduction in 
doctors’ fees. They were more likely to go up. 
Individual doctors would play fair, but they 
had to base their legislation on the assump- 
tion that original sin still - operated in 
humanity 

Experience of other countries had shown 
that considerable mistakes could be made. 
In one Australian State the effect of a 
scheme such as that proposed in both*amend- 
ments was to increase the amount of work- 
men’s compensation by 50 per cent. He did 
not want to make any reflection on the 
medical profession, but, if they made the 
payment of doctors’ fees a matter of statu- 
tory obligation, they must put the obligation 
on the employer. They must, therefore, put a 
strict limit on the amount they were going 
to give the doctor, having regard to the 
amount that was likely to be the minimum. 
[t could not be an absolute limit. 

Continuing, the Minister said that he would 
propose, therefore, that they enact a section 
which would provide payment by the employer 
of doctors’ fees due by the workmen for treat- 
ment to the maximum of £5 without depriving 
the doctor of his right to recover the balance 
from the workman. 

The amendments were, by leave, withdrawn, 
and permission was given to the Minister to 
introduce a new section on the lines suggested 
next week, 


TRADE UNION’S POWERS, 
Mr. M. DUFFY (Labour) moved the dele- 
tion of a section which had been inserted in 
Committee stage to give powers to trade 
unions to.advance moneys to workmen prior 
to their claims for compensation being heard, 
such moneys to be repaid to the unions on the 
orders of the Court. He said that the trades 
unions were not in favour of having this power 
given to them. 

Mr. FORAN seconded the motion. 

The MINISTER (Mr. Lemass) said that no 
reason had been given why the section should 
be deleted. 

Mr. DUFFY said that one of the main 
reasons why trades unions opposed this section 
was the fact that it enabled small groups of 
people to register themselves as trades unions 
and exploit: workmen. 

The MINISTER asked how was the work- 
man to be exploited. The payment of money 
was at the discretion of the Court. 

Mr. JOHNSON said he was surprised and 
disappointed that the Minister did not agree 
with the views of the accredited representa 
tives of ‘the trades unions of the country. 
One would have thought the Minister would 
have consulted the Trades Union Council on 
this important point. Under the law a trade 
union was badly defined, and it was possible 
for almost any group of people to come 
together and be registered as a trade union. 
Some éí them knew of one particular case 
where there was a trade union registered, 
and the only member of it was the secretary,

The MINISTER said he was prepared to 
leave the matter to the House. 

When the question was put from the chair 
the motion was carried deleting the section. 

The report stage was adjourned until

India of late, but we must not conclude

negligible from the point of view of a 
colonising nation, but their strategic 
value is high ; for they lie athwart the main 
route from the United States to the 
Philippines. They have been fortified 
strongly by the Japanese; and, if there 
were a conflict between the United States 
and Japan to-morrow, the American 
“right of way,” as it were, across the 
Pacific could be closed in a few hours. 
Now that Japan has abandoned the 
League of Nations, the question of the 
mandate over the Pacific islands naturally 
arises. This mandate is given by the League, 
to which the mandatory Power is directly 
responsible. It is clear that no Power that 
does not owe allegiance to Geneva can 
expect to retain a mandate over territory 
which has been vested in the League, and, 
for that reason, Japan logically ought to 
retire from the islands. According to a 
statement by Mr. Hirota, her Foreign 
Minister, however, she does not intend to 
do anything of the kind. He declares 
that the islands were given to Japan before 
the League of Nations was founded, and 
that the adoption of the mandate system 
did not make the least difference. For 
the moment the matter is not urgent, 
but, svoner or later, it must be raised 
at Geneva. 


Church and State. 


Once more the champions of religious 
freedom in Germany have their backs to 
the wall. The extreme advocates of State 
control and of the new “ Aryanism ” 
appear to have captured the Reich 
Primate, Dr. Miller, who at times has 
made friendly overtures to the Opposition 
pastors. Now the Primate has issued an 
‘“ emergency decree ” by which he assumes 
dictatorial powers over all the consistories, 
or boards of provincial] clergy. During the 
past month most of the evangelical clergy 


have read from their pulpits a declaration 
of defiance to the new “ Aryan ” doctrine. 
Already. hundreds of them have been 
suspended from office ; thousands are liable 
to suspension, and under the ‘‘ emergency 
decree ’’ the consistories may be forced to 
execute the Primate’s will. In the mean- 
while the Opposition pastors are being 
harried by General Goring’s secret police, 
who search village sermons for traces of 
treason against the State. Nevertheless, 


It is true that the South German bishops 
have made a declaration of submission 
to the Primate ; but there is every prospect 
that the suspended pastors will continue 
to preach. They maintain stoutly that 
under the Church’s Constitution they can 
be removed from office only for heresy or 
for misconduct in their private lives. 
German Protestants are not the only 
victims of intolerance. Shots have been 
fired at the palace of Cardinal Faulhaber, 
Archbishop of Munich, who has spoken his 
mind about the ‘‘ German Christians ”; 
and on Tuesday a crowd made a demon-

The 
British nation, in particular, is eager to 
forget the injuries of the late War; and 
General von Blomberg, returning the 
Gordons’ drums to General Sir Ian 
Hamilton at Berlin, on Wednesday, 
uttered his hope that ‘‘ the dark interlude 
was now past, and that the ties of friend- 
ship would be renewed.’’ It is a wise and 
generous hope ; but, if it is to be fulfilled, 
the German Government must cease to 
outrage the British conscience by its treat- 
ment of Germany’s most loyal Christians. 


Australia’s Team. 


So much interest is taken by Australians 
in their cricket team that a meeting of 
the Federal Cabinet, at Canberra, was sus- 
pended on Wednesday in order to enable 
the Prime Minister to read the names of its 


members to the House of Representatives. | 


The sixteen men who will do battle for the 
Commonwealth in England next summer 
represent a compromise between youth and 
experience. W. M. Woodfull will lead the 
side again, but on this occasion the vice- 
captain will be.

One 
of them—A. Chipperfield, of New South 
Wales—never played in first-class cricket 
until a month ago, when he came into the 
New South Wales side as a substitute, 
and scored eighty-four against Queensland. 
It will be a very strong batting side, 
virtually without a “ tail’’; but at first 
glance its bowling does not seem to be 
particularly dangerous. Clarence Grimmett 
once more will bear the brunt of the 
attack, and will be assisted by W. J. 
O’Reilly—whom the Australians call 
‘ O’Reelly ’? — another right-arm 
bowler; T. W. Wall and Hans Ebling, 
both of whom are reasonably fast, and L.

No doubt 
that was unfair to the unemployment fund 
and needed rectification, but the Anomalies 
Act went too far. The present position was 
that if a seasonal worker found himself un- 
employed for a few weeks in the season he 
eould claim benefit, but not in the off-season, 
when he really wanted it. He proposed, 
therefore, that such people should be entitled 
to one week's benefit in respect to every three 
weeks for which contributions had been paid 
in any one year.

THE FREE STATE’S FUTURE. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—May I endeavour to supplement Mr. 
Heffernan’s very interesting letter in your 
issue of January 29th with a few figures? In 
1929 the value of the nett imports of manu- 
factured goods and raw. materials—i.e., 1m- 
ports less exports—amounted to about thirty 
million pounds. The imports of food, drink 
and tobacco, in spite of this being a food- 


ports by about 1; million pounds. . Imports 
must be paid for in either goods or cash, and 
in this year we paid eighteen million pounds’ 
worth of live animals and 154 million pounds 
in cash. 

The policy of the Government is intended 
to increase the wealth and raise the standard 
of living of the people. It must be obvious that 
the wealth of a country can only be derived 
from three sources, supplemented by the 
energy, skill and industry of the people. These 
sources are— 

(1) The agricultural output; that is, the 
food produced from the land for man and 
beast. 

(2) The sale of raw materials produced 
from the land and goods manufactured there- 
from. 

(3) Cash receipts of various kinds, such as 
dividends, etc., received from external sources. 

To put the matter in a nutshell, to effect 
their purpose, the Government intend to pro- 
duce as much of the thirty million pounds’ 
worth .of manufactured goods and raw 
materials in this country as is possible. If 
anybody will take the trouble to look down 
the list of imports, he will see almost at a 
glance that, unless the standard. of living is 
reduced, at the outside about eighteen million 
pounds’ worth could be produced in this 
country, and also that, to produce this 
amount, a great deal of raw material will still 
have to be imported. Consequently, the 
wages of these new industrial producers can 
hardly exceed nine or ten millions pounds, 
and this means the employment of 90,000 to 
100,000 people, most of whom, in view of the 
automatic character of modern machinery, 
will be boys and girls. Now, however, it will 
only be necessary to pay for twelve million 
pounds’ worth of imports; difficulties have 
been placed in the way of the cattle trade, 
and vendors naturally prefer cash to cattle. 

The cattle trade consequently will disappear 
altogether, and those engaged in it will, in 
theorv, be engaged in raising food for the 
100,000 bovs and girls engaged in the 
factories. These people, however, are already 
in this country and are not short of food. In 
any case, it would be quite impossible 
for them to consume more than two 
to three million pounds’ worth of food, 
whereas the cattle are worth eighteen millions ; 
but it is supposed that these industrialists 
will consume ever-increasing quantities of in- 
dustrial goods, and that the dog will grow 
fat by eating his own tail. | 

It seems evident that the utmost that can 
be effected by the Government policy is the 
transfer of a number of people from an in- 
dustry they understand—agriculture—to one 
which tney do not understand—manufactur- 
ing. The ignorance of the Ministers who are 
engaged in effecting this purposeless change 
ia colossal. Mr. O'Kelly said this week: 
“The greater the number of people in a 
country, the greater :ts prosperity.” He 
would find it very hard to establish the con- 
nection if he had io give his reasons. Mr. 
Lemass, visiting a factory at Cork, said that 
we could sell our Irish-made goods on 
quality.

THE «BRITISH 
MEMORANDUM.

The British Government's memorandum 
on disarmament was received with favour 
in diplomatic and political circles to-day, 
where it is regarded as a clear and un- 
mistakable lead in the right direction. lf 


it fails, the fault will not be Britain's. 


There is a feeling that, since the plan 
results from the exchanges through the 
usual diplomatic channels, the way has 
been male easy for the countries to come 
together in a real effort to secure satisfac- 
tory results. In regard to its demand that 
Germany shall return to Geneva, there is 
an opinion that this point might have been 
expressed rather differently. If disarma- 
ment proposals are accepted all round, 
there would be no real reason tor 
Germany's abstention from the League of 
Nations, and she probably would resume 
her place, which is net yet vacant, with 
satisfaction and good-will. 


The French Quotas. 


It is denied in Paris that the 
coal quota is to be restored for the present 
month, though the concession Was ah- 
nounced here as a fact yesterday. If the 
denial is based on official authority, a 
tariff war with France is not improbable ; 
for the ten days allotted by Mr. Walter 
Runciman for the French Government's 
‘reconsideration of its discrimination in 
favour of other countries will expire next 
Tuesday. It is true that M. Daladier’s 
newly-formed Government has had little 
time to discuss economic questions, and, 
as it never may find time, the situation is 
becoming precarious. Industrial cireles in 
France, however, are moving in the matter, 
being alarmed by the prospect.of losing 
much of their trade with this country.

Civil Service Salaries. 

. At the Treasury to-day negotiations were 
opened between the Government and the 
staff side of the National Whitley Council 
for the Civil Service in regard to the future 
salary basis for about 300,000 civil servants.

The 
Government, it is understood, proposes to 
consolidate the existing basic rates, and the 
cost-of-living bonus, and the staff side 
now, after considerable divergence of 
opinion, has arrived at an agreed pro- 
gramme, which it will submit to the Trea- 
sury. It is declared that no consolidation 
scheme can be acceptable unless it is based 
on a higher seuhablviog figure than fifty. 


The New Dollar. 


In the foreign exchange market here to- 
day all gold currencies were eagerly sought 
for as a result of President Roosevelt's 
latest proclamation, and the air was full 


' of inquiries about dollars and frasics. The 


new value for the dollar will make it 
worth less sterling if it is the intention 
of the Government Exchange Equalisation 
Account to keep the pound at its more 
recent relation to the franc. In this case 
dollars ought to rise to about 5.30, but at 
present the City is quite in the dark about 
the intentions of the Equalisation Account, 
and, therefore, very great caution is taken 
in regard to exchange dealings. On the 
Stock Exchange the dealings started in 
gold mining markets early in the morning, 
when all prices were marked up in antici- 
pation of a further rise in the sterling 
price of gold. This materialised later, but 
it had little further effect on the shares. 


Research and Finance. 


The de-valuation of the dollar will have 
unfortunate consequences for several of 
the bodies attached to the League of 
Nations at Geneva. A number. of the 
activities in scientific and statistical 
research carried on there have bern 
financed for years by wealthy United 
States institutions. The value of the 


dollar in Swiss money is exactly half of, 


what it was two years ago, and, therefore, 
these societies have been compelled to 
curtail expenditure drastically. One of 
them, in fact—a research organisation” 
associated with the International! Instituie 
for the Scientific Organisation of Labour 
has. closed its doors already, and it 1 
expected that others will follow 
shortly. 


Stamps. 


A number of collectors in the Ui... 
States have been sending their collections 
to this country for sale, owing to the fall 
in the value of the dollar. Among them 
are the collectors of postage stamps. Many 
rare stamps are coming to London for sale. 
A ship now on the journey from New 
York has on board stamps valued at 
£17,000, which will be sold by auction 
‘shortly. In addition, the Continent is 
sending some notable stamps to London 
salerooms, while from New Zealand comes 
the famous Mann collection, valued at 
many thousands of pounds. From Canada 
some rare British North American stamps

Trade with Russia. 


The announcement that the trade agree 
ment between this country and Russia will 
soon be completed, made in the House of 


Commons yesterday, js supported by the 


Soviet News Service circulated here; but 
it is claimed that agreement has only been 
made possible as a result of the secret 
trade agreement between France and the 
Soviet. This country, says the News 
Service, has changed its attitude, while on 
one of the most important points—that of 
compensation for the Lena Goldfields 
Company—it has retreated from its former 
position. The Service, however, states 
that the signing of the agreement is only 
a question of a few days. If the story is 
correct, there will be great dissatisfaction

Fascists for Parliament. 


The Fascist Parliamentary Association 
has been founded as a proof of the consti 
tutional aims and methods of the British 
Union of Fascists; and ‘‘ Black Shirts ’ 
will be trained in the art of oratory and 
debating, so that they may be ready to 
take part in propaganda work at parlia- 
mentary elections.

HOW EARL HAIG 
WAS TREATED. 


MR. DUFF COOPER'S 
ALLEGATION.

R. A. DUFF COOPER, M.P., Finan- 
cial Secretary to the War Office and 
biographer of the late Field-Marshal Kar! 
Haig, addressing Army officers of the 
London district in London last night, said 
that the moment the politician’s faith in 
the soldier began to go, he must either 
resign himself or dismiss the soldier. 

In that connection, Mr. Duff Cooper 
said: One of the greatest mistakes made 
in the last War by the Prime Minister of 
the day was that he, becoming Prime 
Minister, distrusted his Commander-in- 
Chief, but had not the courage to dismiss 
him. Mr. Lloyd George distrusted Lord 
Haig. He thought he was unfitted for his 
command, but was afraid of public 
opinion, and did not dare to place some- 
body else in the position, but went on 
throughout the tenure of his Premiership 
working against his own Commander-in- 
Chief, unwilling to dismiss him, and doing 
everything in his power to undermine his 
position, both with his fellow-countrymen 
and his Allies. 

That is an unpardonable attitude for a 
statesman to adopt. That is why the 
name of politician continued to stink in 
the nostrils of the Army. 


that he was constitutionally unable to 
express himself. He did not think it was 
a gift worth acquiring. His mind worked 
very quickly, but his tongue worked 
slowly. He could write clearly and well. 
The politician always won in the long run, 
although he might not always be right, 
and that was a warning to the soldiers. 
Soldiers should study the ways of the 
politician and try to realise that politics 
was a real part of the science of war. 


BALANCE OF ERROR. 


Personally, I believe that in the last 
war the soldier was more right than the 
politician in England; but that was not 
the case in Germany. The German 
soldiers were wrong over Nurse Cavell. 
The time for sentiment over the matter 
is now gone, and if ever a woman was 
justly executed according to the rules of 
warfare, Nurse Cavell was. She was a 
noble and courageous woman, but she 
used her position as a nurse to get 
soldiers back to England. The German 
soldiers were perfectly. entitled to do 
what they did, but any politician could 
have told them at once that the execution 
of that one woman was going to arm 
100,000 men against Germany. 

Soldiers should study politics. The 
general tendency in all countries is. that 
the politician thinks the soldier is a fool, 
and the soldier thinks the politician a 
crook. 

I regret that it should be so. [I can 
assure you that prolonged studies of both 


types convince me that its not the case. 
There have been Cabinet Ministers as 


' Stupid as a man can be, and there have 


been soldiers who have risen to the higher 
places who were not above feeling a slight 
jealousy of others of the same standing, 
and who have resorted to measures which, 
in a politician, would be described as 
intrigue. 

These are not the general! rules, but the 
exceptions. There are still people who yo 
into politics with the idea of serving their 
country. Politics is one of the worst- 
paid professions, and one of the most over- 
worked. Nobody has ever tried to offer me 
a bribe in politics. . 

A politician, Mr. Duff Cooper added, is 
one interested in the affairs of his city 
and State, and a soldier should be proud 
to. give up his life for his city and State. 
We should all be both soldiers and 
politicians.

currencies. ‘The depreciation now pro- 
claimed is to 59.06 per cent. of the old 
gold value of the dollar, with $35 an 
punce as the new price for gold, The 
difference is, of course, appreciable, but 
not so great as of necessity to cause any 
insuperable difficulties. So far as the 
international gold market is concerned, 
the new price is to be made effective. The 
American Treasury will buy at that new 
price all the gold offered, and will sell it 
freely at the corresponding export price 
to any foreign central bank. The Presi- 
dent, however, it is important to 
remember, gives notice in his proclama- 
tion that he reserves the right to alter 
the gold content of the dollar as the 
interests of the United States may seem 
to require. There will be no internal 
market, since no one in the United States, 
except the Treasury, is allowed to possess 
gold. What remains uncertain is how 
prices in America will respond to this 
situation—to a dollar with a fixed gold 
value on the international market, and, 
since it cannot be exchanged for gold, with- 
out any effective gold value internally. 

Pessimists have been busy, adds The 
Times, foretelling a currency war, in which 
the American Treasury would employ their 
newly-created Stabilisation Fund to depre- 
ciate the dollar against the pound, while 
the British authorities would utilise all 
the resources of their Exchange Equalisa- 


tion Fund: to depreciate the pound against 


the dollar. These panicky prognostica- 
tions have been given a certain plausi- 


talked in Washington about the British 
Fund, which has come to be regarded as a 
sort of mysterious Loch Ness monster, but 
a currency war of this kind would be so 
ruinous to both countries—to say nothing 
of the rest of the world—that no respon- 
sible person on either side is likely even 
to contemplate it. 

There have been during the past few 
days signs that the necessity for some 
kind of currency understanding between 
London and Washington is becoming more 
widely recognised. It would be in the 
interest of both countries, and of inter- 
national trade in general, if the American 
fund were to be used as the British has 
been, to encourage the exchange between 
the two currencies to find its own natural 
point of equilibrium, and to restrict the 
fluctuations caused by the operations of 
speculators and by nervousness in the 
money market.

BILL COMING. 


RADICAL CHANGES 
FORESHADOWED.

1 58 deputies of the Fianna Fail Party, 
at a meeting yesterday: in Leinster 
House, were informed of the main outlines 


of the new Redistribution of Seats Bill, 


which will be introduced in the Dail, pro- 


bably next week, This bill, as already 
indicated, will revise the representation of 
the twenty-six counties in the Dail on the 
basis of population as outlined in the Con- 
stitution. It will base the number of 
members on the population as revealed by 
the 1926 census, so that the total will be 
fixed at not less than one member for each 
30,000, and not more -than one for each 


A considerable decrease in population 
was disclosed in the census of 1926, and, 
although at the present moment the popu- 
lation is substantially larger, the Consti- 
tution requires that the last preceding 
census should be the basis. 
reason it is believed that the total members 
of the Dail will be reduced. It has already 
been announced that university representa- 
tion will be abolished. This will mean a 
direct reduction of six members. It is 
thought that eight other deputies will dis- 
appear, which will mean a total reduction 


of fourteen. 
A BILL OF SURPRISES. 


The elections department of Local 


Government has been busy in preparing 


the details of the new bill for months past, 
and there is reason to believe that it will 
contain many surprises. In some instances 
new constituencies will be outlined, and in 
others portions of adjoining constituencies 
will be merged, with a view to giving the 
fullest representation to the people. Some 
of these changes will materially affect the 
prospects of re-election for many deputies, 
and for that reason the outlines of the bill 
It is under- 


deputies are greatly dissatisfied with some 
of the plans, as they affect them. ta 

That there will be some ME 
changes, in respect of Dublin City an 
County |appears to be certain. These 
constituencies are in the position that 
their populations have increased during 
the ten years period. There may be a 
complete change in the present arrange- 
ment of two city and one county con- 
stituency. It is thought that there may 
be a reversion to the old alignment, under 
which Dublin City had several separate 
constituencies. 


CORK CONSTITUENCIES. 


Cork City and County, which have now 
four constituencies, will undergo radical 
readjustment. West Cork will probably 
be unchanged, with five members, 
but i; is thought North Cork will be 
increased by one, making it four. Last 
Cork may have only three, a loss of two 
deputies, while the City of Cork will re- 
turn four instead of five. These changes 


would involve numerous changes of terri- . 


tory. 

It is thought. that the important town 
of Youghal, at present in East Cork, will 
be ceded to Waterford. 

Tipperary, now a single constituency, 
with seven deputi-_:, is likely to be divided 
into two constituencies of three members 
each, thus involving a loss of one deputy. 
Portion of Carlow may be attached to 
Kildare, which would then have four 
deputies,. while Carlow-Kilkenny would 
be reduced from five to four. North and 
South Mayo, and Leitrim-Sligo may lose 
a deputy each. 


LIMERICK AND KERRY. 


Limerick may also lose a member. 
Kerry, it is thought, may be divided into 
three constituencies, with an increased 
number of deputies. Galway, which has 
nine deputies, will probablv lose two. The 
suggestion is that it may be divided into 
two constituencies, one with four deputies 
and the. other three. 

The rearrangement of the constituencies 
will be set out in a schedule to the bill.

GERMAN REPLY TO

BERLIN, Thursday. 


The German reply to the Austrian 
ultimatum of January 17th, threatening 
to appeal to the League of Nations if 
Germany did not cease interference in 
Austrian affairs, was handed to the 
Austrian Minister here to-night. 

It. is officially stated here that the 
German reply ‘‘once again defines the 
fundamental attitude of the German 
Government to the Austrian problem, and, 
in the light of inquiries made, rejects 
point for point the several Austrian com- 
plaints.”’

AIMED AT FRANCE. 


‘Simultaneous offensive from London 
and Rome ” is the uncompromising head- 
line in the Qluvre, says Reuter’s Corre- 
spondent in Paris. After remarking 
ironically that British political circles 
consider that the note constitutes a “ great 
British gesture towards Europe,” and 
examining the proposals “of which the 
British Government is most, proud,” the 
newspaper says that the average French- 
man and the French Government have not 
received the favourable impression: that 
they were expected to receive. : 

* Every Frenchman will note that with- 
out a trial period and without any delay 
the strength of our country will be 
diminished. 

‘‘ Nevertheless, the great effort that the 
British Government has made in _ pro- 
posing this compromise must be recognised. 
It contains some excellent ideas—among 
many others—which, in spite of every- 
thing—one never knows—will, perhaps, 
serve as a basis of some future agreement, 
even though at the present time we under- 
stand that the French Government is not 
at, all enthusiastic over this note.” 

Until the German Government 
thoroughly e: mined the British and 
Italian disarmament notes, which will 
take some days, official quarters in Berlin 
would express no opinion on them. Never- 
theless, semi-official and Press comment 
which is available shows that both notes— 
and particularly the British—have made 
a deep impression in. Government circles, 
which regard them as a very serious and 
valuable contribution towards the pacifica- 
tion of Europe. : 

It is particularly stressed that both 
documents deal with the principle of Ger- 
man equality with absolute loyalty and 
impartiality, which in itself is a welcome 
element of progress, and ‘relieves the ten- 
sion in international relations. 


TOO OPTIMISTIC. 


Although there is considerable similarity 
between the British and Italian plans, 
adds this commentator, the former’s 
optimism in hoping for a moderate 
measure of general disarmament stands in 
contrast to the Italian realism, which 
accepts as regrettable the fact that certain 
States do not intend to disarm, a fact 
which cannot have escaped the notice of 
the British Government. If, nevertheless, 


has 


the latter, despite this knowledge, stands. 


by gradual disarmament, it is to pre- 
sumed that it is acting on the deliberate 
understanding behind which ilies’ the 
knowledge. of new facts as well as the 
will and possibility to overcome opposi- 
tion. 

It is learnt in Rome that the points of 
the British Memorandum were known 
to the Italian Government several days 
ago, and the simultaneous publication is 
regarded as significant. It is recognised 
that the British proposals go farther than 
and for that reason it is 
doubted whether they are so likely to re- 
ceive general and satisfactory acceptance. 
Italy would probably be prepared to 
accept most of the proposals, but she 
would not agree to the abolition of the 
present Italian system of para-militarv 
training. 


FRENCH AIR OFFER. 


The full text of the French aide-mémoire 
on disarmament, which was handed to 
Germany on January Ist, was published 
by the Quai d’Orsay last night. The 
publication is pendant to the publication 
by Great Britain and Italy of their memo- 
randa, and the text confirms the sum- 
maries that have already been published. 

The following is the passage dealing 
with aviation :— 

‘‘In so far as concerns air armaments, 
and as from the first years of the applica- 
tion of the convention, France not only 
accepts the abolition of aerial bombard- 
ment in the conditions which were defined 
by the conference in its resolution of July 
23rd, 1932, but she would also consider, if 
an equivalent general reduction were 
accepted by the principal air fleets and 
accompanied by an efficient control of civil 


aviation and of aireraft construction, a 


reduction of 50 per cent. of her material 
actually in service. . 

““ She considers, moreover, that the final 
object cof these important reductions 
should be the total suppression of all 
national military air forces, and their 
replacement by an international air 
force.” 

This morning s papers in Germany have 
been forbidden to publish the French 
aide-méemowre either in full or in extracts, 
nor are they permitted to publish their 
own correspondents’ stories on the sub- 
ject.

OCTORS should be paid, according to 
D Mr. Shaw, on results, results being 
calculated not upon how-much, but how 
little, work they are called upon to do. 

This is all very well as a paradox, but 
the Senate, when it dealt yesterday with 
the report stage of the Workmen's Com- 
pensation Bill and that important sub- 
sidiary subject, the doctor’s bill, found 1t 
hard to reach a solution of the problem 
how to. prevent the doctor from being 
fleeced by the people by whom he should 
be paid, and, at the same time, to prevent 
those people from being themselves fleeced 
by the doctor. 

Once before, on the committee stage ol 
the same bill, the subject of special pro- 
tection in the matter of fees for doctors 
who attend accident cases, in respect olf 
which compensation is subsequently 
granted, was hammered out in the House. 
On that occasion Mr. Lemass set his face 
against the proposal, but in the meantime 
he had discussed the position with a 
deputation from the British Medical 
Association, and had consequently modi- 
fied his views. | 

‘* A little judicious exaggeration was 
justifiable,’’ was the comment made on the 
deputation’s arguments by the Minister, 
who was as reluctant as Mr, Shaw to 
believe that the practice of medicine is an 
antidote to original sin. 


THREE PROPOSALS. 


The prospect of this Ministerial change 
of front had induced Sir Edward Coey 
Bigger to put down again an amendment 
to provide that fees for medical or surgical 
treatment should be paid by the Court ont 
of any compensation payable under the 
Act. Mr. Foran had an_ alternative 
amendment to make the fees an additional 
charge instead of part of the compensa- 
tion, and then Mr. Comyn added to the 
profusion of amendments with a proposal! 
that the amount payable should be limited 
to £5. 

Asked if he would accept the limitation, 
Sir Edward wisely elected to wait until 
he had heard how far the Minister was 
prepared to go. This, however, did not 
resolve the Senator’s dilemma; for it 
proved that Mr. Lemass was thinking on 
tho same lines as Mr. Comyn, with the 
slight difference that he did not wish the 
limit to be ‘‘ absolute.” 

Declaring that there were two methéds 
of medical treatment—the “' traditional ”’ 
and the ‘‘modern’’—Mr. Lemass re- 
marked, “If we say to doctors—‘ Give 
patients whatever treatment you think 
fit, and we will pay whatever fee is 
reasonable for such treatment ’—the 
danger is that the most, expensive form 
of treatment will always be resorted to.” 


IN AUSTRALIA, | 


In Australia, where legislation had 
been enacted on the lines of Mr. Foran’s 
amendment, the Minister pointed out, the 
result had been to increase the doctors’ 
fees by fifty per cent., and it was reason- 
able, he suggested, to contemplate that 
acceptance of Sir Edward Coey Bigger’s 
amendment would reduce, accordingly, 
the amounts actually paid to compen- 
sated persons : 

Out ‘of this multitude of counsels 
wisdom was ultimately found in the 
formula that doctors should be guaran- 
teed a maximum of £5, without, however 
surrendering their existing rights in 
regard to recovery of any remainder. The 
report stage of the bill was, accordingly, 
held up for a week to permit of an agreed 
amendment being drafted, after a few 
complimentary references by Sir Edward 
Coey Bigger to the manner in which the 
Minister had met the medical men’s de- 
mands. | 


TANING STALLIONS. 


Felicitations, indeed. were the fashion 
of the day. On the final stages of the

ELECTRICITY BOARD'S

HE terms of four of the bills intros 
duced in the Dail last Wednesday, 
were circulated to deputies yesterday— 
namely, the Local Government (Amend- 
ment) Bill, the Electricity Supply (Amend- 
ment) Bill, the Trade Loans (Guarantee), 
(Amendment) Bill, and the Registration 
of Maternity Homes Bill. | 
The Local Government Bill is intended 
to extend the time within which new build- - 
ings will be entitled to remission of rates 
under existing legislation. The period in 
many cases has expired, or is on the point 
of expiring. The intention is to extend 
the period for about five years. Houses 
built under the Gaeltacht Acts, or under 
Labourers’ Acts, will not be included in 
this bill. These are subject to special 
terms set out in Acts affecting them. 


ELECTRICITY SUPLLY 
BOARD. 
_——— 


AN ADDITIONAL £1,160,000, 


The bill to amend the Electricity Supply 
Acts is briefly to increase the amount of 
the money which may be advanced to the 
Electricity Supply Board. This amount 
under the new bill will be £3,525,000. 
Under the 1931 Act the sums to be ad- 
vanced were limited to £2,000,000, and 
under the 1932 Act this was increased to 
£2,365,000. There is no indication in the 
amending bill as to the purposes for which 
the additional £1,160,000 is required. 


TRADE LOANS ACT. 


The bill to amend the Trade Loans Acts 
is tq extend the meaning of the expression 
‘Manufacturing undertaking.” The new. 
definition will ‘‘ include, and be deemed . 
always to have included, an undertaking 
of which the principal or only object is 
the erection and equipment in Saorstat 
Eireann of dwelling-houses, including the 
acquisition and development of land ior 
that purpose.” 


REGISTERS OF MATERNITY 
HOMES. 
.—$2—— 
LOCAL AUTHORITIES' vETO. 


The registration of Maternity Homes 
Bill is intended to make provision for the 
registrat‘on and inspection of maternity 
homes by the Ministry for Local Govern- 
ment, A “ maternity home ’’ is defined as 
referring to ‘‘ any premises which are, 
either wholly or partly, used or intended 
to be used for the reception of pregnant 
women or of women immediately after 
childbirth, but does not include any hos- 
pital or other premises’ maintained or 
controlled by a Department of State, an 
authority constituted under the law relat- 
ing to local government, or any body of 
persons incorporated by special Act or by 
Charter.”’ 

The bill provides for the keeping by 
every local authority of a register. of 
maternity homes. 

Where an application is made to a local 
authority for registration in the register 
kept by them, such local authority, if they 
are satisfied -— | | 

(a) that the applicant is not a fit 
and proper person to carry on a 
maternity home ; or 

(b) that premises where the appli- 
cant proposes to carry on the maternity 
home in respect of which the. registra- 
tion is sought are unsuitable for use 
for a maternity home; or - 

(c) in the case of a maternity home 
which was not in existence at the date 
of the passing of this Act, that the 
superintendent nurse of the home is 
not a qualified nurse or a certified 
midwife, . 

may, by order, refuse such application. 

Every refusal order shall state the 
grounds upon which such order is made, 
The applicant, may, however, within 
twenty-one days, appeal against such 


refusal, 
EXEMPTIONS, 


The Minister may grant an exemption 
in the case of any hospital or institution 
which is a maternity home, but is not 
carried on for private profit. 

Provision is made for the cancellation of 
registration where the local autho. .ty are 
satisfied that the person registered Is no 
longer a fit and proper person to carry on a 
maternity home, or has been convicted of 
an Offence, or where the premises are no 
longer suitable. 

On and after the appointed day it 
shall be the duty of every persc. who is 


registered in respect of a maternity home 


, under this Act to keep or cause to be 
| kept at.such maternity home records in 


the. } rescribed form of—(a) every recep- 
tion mto such home, and (b) every dis- 
«charge from such home; (c) every con- 
finement therein, (d) every miscarriage 
therein, (ec) every birth therein, (f) every 
death therein, (g) every removal of a 
child therefrom and of the name of the 
person by whom and the address to which 
such child is removed, and within twelve 
hours after every such reception, dis- 
charge, confinement, miscarriage, birth, 
death or removal] to enter in the said 
records the prescribed paticulars thereof. 


NOTIFYING DEATHS,

person to notify the local authority 
within twelve hours any death occurring 
in the home and the cause of such death.

He anticipated some 
time ago that the whole responsibility for 
unemployment relief work would be saddled 
on the ratepayers, and his prophecy had come 
true. Meanwhile they should tind work, even 
without the fifty per cent. contribution, 

Alderman James Duff, J.P., Chairman of 
the Finance Committee, denied that the Lora 
Mavor or himself assented to the withdrawa. 
of the fifty per cent. grant.. As practical men, 
when they were told bluntly that those grants 
must cease, not as an act of policy on. the 
part of the Government, but as an act of 
stringent necessitv, what could they do’? They 
could neither assent\nor dissent. They had to 
lake the facts as they were given to them. 

Then there was the statement that the 
British bill would be brought in on similar 
lines into the Northern Parliament, They 
accepted that as a statement of fact. They 
also believed the Government, as they believed 
Lord Craigavon when he gave an assurance 
to the Lord Mayor, which he (Alderman Duff) 
accepted on behalf of the Council at the first 
meeting thereafter, that every benefit that 
would accrue to England would be shared in 
Northern lveland. Not being a politician, he 
did not know exactly how that. was going to 


| be done. 


With regard to the suggestion of the Go- 
vernment, that the Council should concen- 


‘trate on relief schemes, under the circum- 


stances he answered, so far as he was con- 
cerned, an emphatic “ No,” because his 
responsibility was with the finances of the 
Corporation, and to do any such thing would 
be to aggravate the present very grievous 
position that they were in. It would be his 
duty, no matter what the increase in rates 
was, to have the courage and not shirk mov- 
ing that that rate be imposed ; but he was one 
of the very few who had upbraided the Go-

Mr. Casey said a certificate was necessary 
for all the charges, and before the prisoner 
was arraigned he wanted the certificate to be 
produced. 

Mr. Casey went on to quote sections from 
the various Acts under which the charges 
were preferred in conjunction with the Con- 
stitutional Amendment Act. : 

Mr. McEniry, in reply, referred at some 
length to Mr. Casey’s remarks upon the in- 
clusion of ammunition in the charges, and 
said’ that he would be prepared to delete it 
and leave the firearms. With regard to the 
last count there would be evidence, he said, 
that the prisoner when he fired the shots used 
provocative language. 

Mr. Casey said that while the Tribunal had. 
absolute control of its own procedure he sug- 
gested that they should follow as far as 
“grod the Statute Law oí Saorstat Eireann. 
f they did that they would refuse to amend 
the indictment if an application to do so was 
made by the Attorney-General. 

The Court retired to consider the argument. 
On their return the President announced that 
the Court had decided to strike out the 
charges bearing on the possession of firearms, 
The accused man then pleaded not guilty to 
a charge of firing shots on the public street 
at Borrisoleigh on December 235, and not 
guilty to a charge of conduct likely to pro 
voke a breach of the peace. 


“WILL SHOOT ALL 
AROUND ME.” 

Mr. McEniry said that accused left a 
house in Main street, Borrisoleigh, on the 
vight in question. shouting “I will shoot 
all around me.” He then discharged a shot 
from a firearm and ran across the street into 
a laneway, and further shouted: “I have 
enly two more,” He was followed by Guard 
Callanan, and about thirty yards down the 
lane discharged a second shot. The Guard 
continued the pursuit, but lost the accused 
man in the darkness. The Guard then went 
towards the end of the town, hoping to meet 
Harty, and whilst doing so heard another 
shot. When returning to the barracks he 
saw Harty leave Patrick Mahon’s house, and 
asked him what was his object in discharging 
the shots. Harty said: “I have a great 
grievance: and I don’t care what I do.” 
When told that he had committed a serious 
offence and would have to be arrested, he 
said: “I have nothing on me now; you can 
search me.” When searched no firearms 
were found in his possession. 

Cortenuing, counsel said that the accused 
man had a firearms certificate up to July ól, 
when it was revoked. When the revocation 
order was served on him he refused to hand 
up the gun, and said he had no intention 
of surrendering it to the authorities. 

Guard Patrick Callanan, in evidence, bore 
out counsel’s statement. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Casey with regard 
to the shots he heard, witness said that he 
saw no firearm. He found no discharged 
bullet. Apart from the Guards, he had no 
witnesses who saw the shots fired or who 

d any words, 


DESTROYED THE 
REVOLVER. 


Mr. Casey said, to save time, he admitted 
that the accused man had possessed a fire- 
arms certificate which was revoked. 

Superintendent Convery said that Harty 
had refused to hand up his unlawful gun. 
He said that he required it for the purpose 
of protection. 

Superintendent Smith proved his interroga- 
tion of Harty, who said that he had been 
a member of the Army Comrades’ Associa- 
tion, Young Ireland Association and National 
Guard, but left them when they were de- 
clared illegal. He had destroyed the re- 
volver which he owned. 
haca concluded the case for the prosecu- 
ion. 

Mr. Casey said he did not propose to 
call any evidence, for the simple reason that 
there was no evidence given on behalf of 
the Attorney-General to support either one 
or other of the charges. 3 
_Mr. McEniry submitted that the prosecu- 
tion had discharged the onus placed upon it.

RIBUTES to the work of General 
O’Duffy in connection with [Irish 
~ athletics are contained in reports which 
will be submitted at the annual congress of 
the National Athletic and Cycling Associa- 
tion. The congress will open to-morrow at 
the Moira Hotel, Dublin, and will be con- 
tinued on Sunday. 

The hon, treasurer, Mr. T. E. Nolan, 
states :—'' Personally, I am of opinion that 
his (General O'Duffy) loss to this Associa- 
tion is irreparable, as, with such a leader, 
we could almost have accomplished anything, 
but without him we are presented with a 
very different state of affairs. : 

In the course of his report, the hon. secre- 
tary, Mr. J. J. McGilton, says :—‘‘ The re- 
signation of General O’Duffy from the Presi- 
dency towards the close of the season was a 
serious loss. During his term of office he 


raised the Association from an unenviable. 


position, bordering on financial chaos, to the 
very sound standing it enjoys to-day. He 
set himself the task of establishing a strong, 
virile organisation, and, during his tenure of 
leadership, launched a most comprehensive 
and elaborate scheme towards that end. His 
resignation before the complete realisation of 
all that was visualised, was a matter of 
serious concern to all units of the Associa- 
tion, and a very. strenuous effort by all mem- 
bers as essential to implement the many and 
varied channels of progress proposed and 
accepted by the ‘Association while he was 
identified with the athletic movement.’’ 


CREDIT BALANCE. 


The general income for the year, it is 
stated, was £2,171 4s. 2d., and the general 
expenditure, £787 10s. 7d. (as compared with 
£1,308 in 1932). This expenditure does not 
include the loss on various athletic functions, 
whieh amounted to £439 4s. 3d. The balance 
to the credit of the Association at the end 
of the year was £935 17s. 2d., as compared 
with a debit balance of £8 12s. 2d. at the 
end of 1932. 

Eighty-seven clubs, the hon. treasurer’s re- 
port states, paid their affiliation fees during 
the year, and eight did not. Strong action is 
suggested in the case of clubs which do not 
meet this obligation in future. 

In a review of the year’s athletie functions, 
the hon. secretary's report states that the 
following ‘‘records’’ have been passed on 
the recommendation of the Committee :—

DEVALUATED DOLLAR GREETED WITH 


ENTHUSIASM: FIRM CLOSE.

NEW YORK, Thursday. 


The response of the Stock. Exchange to the 
new dollar was enthusiastic. Many issues 


reached their best levels for more than a 


year, but substantial profit-taking was in 
evidence, and the advances in the general list 
were confined at the close to a maximum of 
2 dollars. The turnover amounted to 4,710,000 
shares. | 

The opening was strong, and prices at once 
advanced sharply. Early in the session the 
market became buoyant and active, the turn- 
over in the first half-hour reaching 1,210,000 
shares. Later, however, the gains were re- 
duced by realising, as the dollar showed an 
inclination to strengthen, and the leading 
commodities reacted partially. The volume

Mr. K. Sinelair, of the firm of J. and T. 
Sinclair, curers, Belfast, wrote stating that 
they were emphatically opposed to any form 
of gompulsory grading for, as curers, they 
did. not require it, and also proposed to con- 
tinue paying the farmer and settling with 
him outright in the established markets—a 
method a, cré suited the farmer, the country 
merchant, and the curer.

INQUEST ON DUNDALK MAN, 


How John Pollock (31), of Cara villas, near 
Dundalk, was severely injured in a collision 
between his motor evcle and a motor car and 
atterwards died was described to the City of 
Dublin Coroner (Dr. D. A. McEvlean) and a 
jury at an inquest in St. Vincent's Hospital, 
Dublin, yesterday. 

The driver of the car, Kevin O'Callaghan, 
of Dundalk, said that on November Ist last 
he was driving along the road between Hack- 
ball's Cross and Forkhill, near Dundalk, and 
just as he approached the avenue leading 
from Cara villas Pollock, mounted on a motor 
eyele, turned out and towards the witness s 
car, Mr. O'Callaghan said that he put on 
his brakes and swerved to the right to avoid 
striking the meteor cyclist, but did not 
succeed in clearimg him, and Pollock struck 
ihe left front of the ear. 

Cruard McTigue said that when he arrived 
at the scene oí the accident Pollock said to 
him: “It was net Kevin's fault; it was an 
accident, and it was as much my fault.”’ 

According to the medical evidence, given 
Feeny (house surgeon), Pollock died 
on January 27th trom broncho-pneumonia and 
debility, the resuit of extensive injuries’ which 
which were described to the Court.

GROOM INJURED AT 
AINTREE.

WORKMEN'S COMPENSA- 
TION ACT POINT. 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 


An appeal was broaght on behalf of 
Patrick Keegan, a stable groom, of Loughi- 
brown, Newbridge, Co. Kildare, in relation 
to his application for arbitration under the 
Workmen’s Compensation Act, 1906. 

It appeared that the appellant was em- 
ploved by Julia Dawson, a racehorse trainer, 
of Rathbride Manor, Kildare, and was bring- 
ing a horse to Aintree in November, 1930. 
At Warbeck Moor, outside Aintree, while 
endeavouring to find a blacksmith to shoe the 
horse, he was struck by a motor bicycle when 
he was crossing the road, and suffered a com- 
pound fracture of the leg. He applied to the 
Circuit Court Judge at Naas for arbitration, 
and the Circuit Court Judge allowed his 


application and awarded him compensat.ou 
for his injuries. 

The respondent, Julia Dawson, appealed 
from this decision to the High Court, sub- 
mitting that the applicant was not entitled 
to compensation under the Workmen's Com- 
pensation Act, the accident having occurred 
outside the Free State. The High: Court 
allowed the appeal, and gave the applicant, 
Keegan, ieave to appeal to the Supreme 
Court. 

The applicant now appealed from the 
decision of the High Court, on the grounds 
that the judges misdirected themselves in law 
in holding that the provisions of the Work- 
men’s Compensation Act, 1906, had no appli- 
cation to an accident occurring outside the 
territorial jurisdiction of the Free State, and 
in holding that the applicant was not’ en- 
titled to compensation in spite of the fact 
that his contract of employment was entered 
into with an employer residing and carrying 
on business in the Free State, and that the 
accident occurred in the course of his em- 
ployment while he was temporarily residing 


outside the territorial jurisdiction of the 
Free State. 

The Supreme Court reserved judgment.

TO PAY OFF 3ANK DEBT. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 


- A summons in which the Earl of Rosse 
and others were plaintiffs and the Attorney- 
General was the defendant came before the 
Court for determination of questions arising 
on an indenture of 16th March, 1888, made 
between the chen Earl of Rosse and 
residents of Birr. 

Wr, W. A. Morton, of Brandon House, 
Birr, one of the plaintiffs, stated in the 
course of an affidavit that, by the indenture 
referred to, the Earl of Rosse demised to 
trustees a plot of ground 'in Birr which was 
bounded on the north by Oxmantown Mall, 
for the purpose of erecting buildings and 
premises to w ealled the Oxmantown Hall, 
and to be used for religious, charitable, 
literary, or political purposes, and for the 
hoiding of meetings and assemblies, for the 
giving of lectures, concerts, dramatic enter- 
tainments, and other purposes, provided that 
such purposes or objects should not in any 
degree be opposed “to the interests’ and 
welfare of the Church of Ireland or loyal 
subjects of the Crown.”’ 

The Oxmantown Hall, continued the 
affidavit, was built at a cost of about £2,000, 
which was raised largely by voluntary sub- 
scriptions given by Protestant neighbours 
aud inhabitants of the district, the balance 
being raised by entertainments held in the 
hall. From time to time improvements were 
made in the hall, and to meet expenses an 
overdraft was obtained in the bank, and was 
secured by the personal guarantee of the 
tiustees for the time being. It now stood 
at £900. ~ 

Owing to changed conditions, the growth 
of cinemas, amusements, entertainment tax, 
and the decrease in the Protestant population, 
the income of the hall had diminished and 
was not now sufficient to meet current 
expenses. There seemed to be no prospect 
of paying off the overdraft by means of 
entertainments in the hall, and the trustees 
and the committee had come to the conclusion 
that it was impossible to carry on the hall, 
and were now anxious to sell the property 
and discharge their liability to the bank.

Mr. Kingsmill Moore (instructed by Messrs. 
Adam Mitchell and Son), who Sgt for 
the plaintiffs, stated, in reply to Mr. Justice 
Johnston, that it was expected that the sale 
of the hall would realise four figures at any 
rate. 

Mr. Justice Johnston held that the trusts 
were not charitable, that the trusts declared 
were void for perpeiuities, and that the 
trustecs held in trust for the Earl of Rosse.
